“It was not,’’ he said, “unti]) Mr. 
Roosevelt, realizing to the full the dan- 
ger to which our society was exposed un- 
less the offending corporations, railway 
and industrial, were made to obey and 
fear the law, took vigorous action in 
the recommendation of new legislation 
and in the enforcement of the old, that 


anything very effective was done to check 
the growing evil.’’ 

The republican congress which had 
been elected with Roosevelt in 1904, Mr. 
Taft said, made a record for remedial) 
legislation along the lines recommended 
‘vy the president, which, as he has said 
himself, has never been equalled in our 
time. Mr. Taft referred to the railway 
tate bill, the bill creating the bureau of 
corporations, the pure food bill and the, 
meat inspection bill, most of which, he 
declared, encountered the open bitterness 
of all the corporations and failed of 
passage in the previous congress. In

Unlawful Discrimination Abolished. 


“What has been the result of this leg- 
islation and executive action?’ he asked. 
“Secret rebates and unlawful] discrimi- 
nations have been actually abolished. 
No monopoly of business in any line is 
now maintained by a secret reduction of 
freight rates which is denied to competi- 
tors.”’ 

He declared that “the people have ruled 
through the republican party. I have no 
hesitation in saying that not since the be- 
ginning of the government has any other 
national administration done so much 
for the cause of labor by the enactment 
of remedial legislation as the Roosevelt 
and the republican congresses. elected 
and sitting during his terms of office.” 

It is true, he said, that additional legis- 
lation is needed to perfect the machinery 
for enforcing the principles laid down 
by Mr. Roosevelt and declared in tie 
remedial statutes already passed. 

“The present congress,” he added, ‘‘hag 
reenacted the employers’ lability act; 
has strengthened the safety appliance 
act; has passed the government em- 
ployees’ compensation act, has directed 
investigations into mine disasters, and 
has passed a model child labor bill. It 
has not amended the interstate com- 
merce law so as to prevent over-issue of 
stocks and bonds in interstate railroads, 
and it has not amended the anti-trust 
law as suggested by Mr. Roosevelt.”’ 

Democrats Without Experience. 


Great care, he said, would be required 
in the enactment of additional legisla- 
tion, and the fact that the democratic 
iparty has had but little recent experience 
in the responsibilities of power and but 
little training in actual legislation, 
makes the party and its distinguished 
leader utterly oblivious of the necessity 
for care and caution in the enactment of 
statutes which are to accomplish changes 
in our social and business relations. 

He declareg that the republican party 
was not responsible for the abuses he 
had described, and that “the evils were 
due to the fallibility of human nature 
and the willingness of ambitious and 
unscrupulous men to turn an instru- 
mentality necessary in human progress 
to a vicious purpose. Of all possible 
agencies for reform, he said, the dem- 
ocratic party under its present leader- 
Ship is the one least entitled to any 
credit. 

He spoke of the republican and dem-

Every one having the interest of the 
country at heart as an abstract proposi- 
tion, he said, would rejoice to have the 
“solid south” as a democratic asset in 
every national campaign broken up.

Excellent servant as the Indian is in many 
| respects, honesty~is not one of his qualities, 
/and he has to be strictly looked after when 
feither money or goods are entrusted to him. 
lA mistress cannot go into her kitchen, con- 
‘guilt the cook as to what the meals should be 
and what should be ordered from the shops 
and leave the rest to him. She has to give 
| hi out from her locked-up stores every 
|spoonful of everything that is required for 
‘the day’s cooking, else the goods would be sold 
utside. 

|. The dusters, the name in. India for evef@ 
description of kitchen and pantry and stable 
|; towel, have to be doled out every day or 
'every two days, the soiled anes being counted 
'and locked up till, they ere given to the 
| dhobi (washerwoman), who must not be al- 
| lowed to keep the clothes of the household 
ilonger than is absolutely necessary or he will 
let them out to his friends for small sums— 
| silk handkerchiefs for feast days, stockings 
and woolen undergarments in the cold weath- 
so that holes appear in unaccustomed 
places. 

A khitmatgar (table servant) willl be ob- 
served to wear a pair of cotton socks one 
day, silk ones the next, woolen -ones the next, 
not belonging to his master—dJetection would 
be too easy in that case—but hired from 
some oné else's dhobi at a pice (a farthing) a 
pair. As the house servants of course never 
wear shoes indoors, the stockings scffer con- 
iderably. 

The cook goes to the bazar every morning 
to buy meat, fish, ghie (native butter), vege- 
tables—all the food in fact that cannot be 
stored, and his book is brought for inspection 
every day or else expenses would increase in 
a eurprising manner. He, of course, pockets 
a percentage on all he spends. That is dastur, 
the custom of the country, and so long as it 
does not exceed an anna in the rupee (6% 
per cent) no one objects. But it is only by 
long experience that one gets to know proper 
prices, and newcomers gre woefully imposed 
upon, 100 or 200 per cent being often charged. 

The cook arranges his prices to suit fhe 
circumstances of his master, and as soon as 
promotion with increased pay comes up gees 
everything, so that a colonel’s beef or mutton 
costs more than a major’s, a major’s than a 
captain’s, a captain's than a subaltern’s, 
though there may be no change at all in the 
style of living or in the number of the familly. 

In the civil service the same thing happens. 
The pay of every post in the various services 
is published in the official lists, and fhe 
servants know to a halfpenny what their 
master gets. Some ladies try to do their won 
marketing, but things are always much 
dearer for them than for the natives in the 
bazar, so that tWéte is no advantage in: It, 
and it is besides extremely disagreeable, for 
the less one sees of the stalls there, particu- 
larly the meat stalls, the better.

Georgia, sturdiest and surest of the democratic atates, is to hear from 
the democratic nominee next month. 

William Jennings Bryan has accepted an th vitetion to speak in Macon 
on September 14, as told in detail elsewhere in this issue. 

As this will be one of the very few of Mr. Bryan's addresses in territory 
that is mot regarded as doubtful, there is little question that the rally at 
Macon next month will go down as one of the most memorable in the his- 


tory of the state. ; 

The peculiar dominance of Georgia in the national politica) field this 
year has been seized upon by imaginative but misinformed newspaper 
correspondents as grounds for debating whether or not the state may be 
regarded as doubtful. To the superficial observer there may be cause for 
this speculation, but it ceases quickly to have existence as one becomes in 
the slightest degree familiar with actual conditions. 

With one candidate from the state at the head of one national ticket, 
anothers as a vice presidential candidate on another ticket, and with en- 
couragement given Mr. Taft by many admirers in this state, conditions have 
conspired to produce the impression in uninformed quarters that the tradi- 
tional democratic allegiance of Georgia might be wavering. 

Georgians themselves: know that such a contingency is removed even 
from the realm of probabrfriity. 

They will grasp the opportunity next month ‘to reassure the nation in 
this connection, when thé warmth of Mr. Bryan's reception and the enthusiasm 
evoked by his utterances will effectually remove whatever lingering doubts 
May eXist in any part of the nation. 

The people of Georgia have held the Nebraskan, ever since his debut into 
national politics, in cordial esteem and stood by him with a wonderful de- 
gree of personal loyalty.

MR. BRYAN AND THE TARIFF ISSUE. 


In his opening address of the present presidential campaign, Mr. Bryan, 
with commendable judgment, discusses the tariff issue. 


He applies to this issue the yardstick with which he proposes to measure 
all the problems of the campaign—‘‘Shall the People Rule?” Under this head 
the democratic leader proposes to take up all the public questions now en- 
gaging the thought of the country and to discuss them in the light of demo- 
cratic principles and precepts. 

As there is no issue which represents more clearly the line of demarca- 
tion between the two great political parties, it is equally true that, none holds 
greater promise for the democrats at this time than the tariff. For this rea- 
son Mr. Bryan treats it as a problem of primary importance. 

His address at Des Moines, Iowa, in the home state of Governor Cum- 
mins and other republican tariff reformers, was remarkable for its lucidity 
and convincing logic. The abstractions of the tariff are reduced by the 
clear reasoning of Mr. ‘Bryan to a question that is wonderfully simple—as 
Simple as stealing. 

One figure of speech used by Mr. Bryan in describing the practical work- 
ing of the present high tariff system is so easy to understand that it must 
appeal with irresistible force to readers everywhere.

The rea! nut to crack will be in the 
recommendation as te the state prison 
commission; whether the members 
Should be severely censured or not cen- 
sured at all: whether the irregularities 
that have existed and the infractions 
of the rules which have occurred were 
with their knowiedge, or were unknown 
to them. 

Also, there will probably be much di- 
vision on the question as to whether 
convict lessees who have violated the 
terms of their agreement with the state, 
fhould be punished by the assessment 
of damages under the terms of their 
contract. 

One member of the committee stated 
that, as the terms of the present lease 
expire in a little over seven months, 
and as the forfeiture of the contract 
and the disposal of the convicts now 
held under such contract, would be nec- 
essary action antedating such proceed- 
ings, it is probable that nothing will 
be done now. Still there is much dis- 
cussion on the other side.

St. Petersburg, August 2!.—News has 
reached this city of a terrible vengeance 
taken by the revolutionists of Yurievka. 
in Yekaterinoviav province, upon a Jew- 
ish family named Edelvein, who were 
accured of giving information to the au- 
thorities regarding the activity. of the 
agitators. They went to the Edelvein 
house at night and threw two bombs 
through the window and then opened fire 
on the members of the family with re- 
volvers, and shot to death the father. a 
daughter and a woman guest and her 
Child.

Although it is not specifically stated in 
the petition, it was agreed by counsel 
for the government in thelr conference 
at Lenox, Mass., following the reversal 
of the appellate court of Judge Landis’ 
decision, that if the interpretation of the 
law given by Judges Grosscup, Seaman 
and ‘Baker were allowed to stand, #suc- 
cessful #prosecution of rebate cases 
against corporations would: be impossi- 
ble in the future. The lawyers at that 
conference, over which the attorney gen- 


eral of the United States presided, weret+. 


a unit in expressing the opinion that the 
reforms in rebate matterg brought about 
by the Roosevelt administration would 
represent so much waste of time unless 
the upper court can be convinced that 
it is in error in its construction of the 
law. 

“On but a single point involved in the 
trial up to the return of the verdict of 
guilty,” says the petition, ‘‘are the rul- 
ings of the trial court criticized by the 
court of appeals. In all other particu- 
lars hig rulings are gustained. The point 
upon which the trial judge is reversed 
by the court of appeals relates to his rul- 
ing on evidence and his charge to the 
jury with reference to ignorance On the 
part of the Standard Oil Company of 
the lawful rate as a defense. The court 
of appeais in its opinion has not cor- 
rectly stated how the judge ruled on this 
subject.’’ 

Evidence Was Admitted. 


Continuing, the petition deciareg that 
whereas the opinion of the court of ap- 
peals states that Judge Landis refused to 
admit evidence to the effect that the 
Standard Oil Company did not know 
what the lawful rate was,’the record of 
proceedings in the lower-court shows 
that sucn evidence was admitted. 

Although the government points out 
what it considers other errors in the 
opinion of the appellate court, the alle- 
gation that the Standard Oil Company 
did not know that it was not paying the 
legal rate ig regarded as the vital point. 
If with the evidence introduced at the 
trial before Judge Landis it can, be held 
that the defendant did not thave guilty 
knowledge of its official acts, then suc- 
cegsful prosecution of similar cases is re- 
garded as impossible. All the years of 
legislation designed to correct rebate 
abuses would have to be repealed.

When Man Castre Expelled Reports 
to the Holland Government It 
Will Then Send Final 
Note to Venezuelan 
Government. 


The Hague, August 2!.—Holland’s ac- 
tion against Venezuela and the text of 
her note to President Castro will de- 
pend largely upon the report that De 
Reus, former (Dutch minister to Vene- 
zuela, who recently was expelled by 
President Castro, makes to the gov- 
He is expected to arrive here 
next Monday. M. Van Swinderne, min-- 
ister of foreign .affairs, will consult 
with M. De Reus before the government 
takes further steps in the matter. The 
ex-minister’s arrival is eagerly awalit- 
ed here. 

The press and public of The Nether- 
lands take the Venezuela affair most 
calmly. Naval officers are most inter- 
ested in it, and express pleasure at the 
possibility of seeing active service. 
The government, however, thinks there 
is yet a chance that the difficulty may 
be patched up by diplqmacy. 

A blockade of the Venezuelan coast, 
if it is undertaken, will not be begun 
for some time, because the adoption 
of punitive measures will depend upon 
the tenor of President Castro’s reply to 
Holland’s representations, 

French Prefer Blockade. 


Paris, August 2!1.—Although France is 
watching with interest the develop- 
ments of the Holland-Venezulan. situa- 
tion on account of her own troubles 
with the South American republic, it 
can be said authoritatively that she 
does not intend to mix in any way Ip 
the present controversy. If the United 
States, as the recognized cerrector of 
Venezuela, has transferred the power 
of punishment to Holland, Holland is 
quite capable of acting, und France 
will be a sympathetic spectator. 

There is some conviction here in wel!- 
informed circles that it would be un- 
wise for Holland to land troops in 
Venezuela, as this action would imme- 
diately be the signal for patriotism, 
and result in the uniting of the Cas- 
troites and those who oppose Castro, 
for the defense of the country. It is 
believed an effective blockade would 
be more potent and successful. 

Retaliatory Measures. 


Willemstad, August 21.—Each day 
brings a development in the difficulty 
between the Netherlands and Venezuela, 
indicating retaliating measures on the 
one side or the other, and this morn- 
ing it was learned that the Royal Dutch 
mail line has decided temporarily to 
discontinue its Venezuelan service. | 

The steamer Prince William V, belong- 
ing to this line, arrived here yesterday 
from Carupano, Venezuela, 
intendent Davries was interviewed t0o- 
day regarding the plans of the com- 
pany. He sald: 

“Although we do not fear that the 
Venezuelan authorities will molest our 
steamers in Venezuelan ports, the recent 
occurrences in connection with the 
quarantine regulations imposed by 
neighboring countries have obliged the 
company to discontinue’ its Venezuelan 
service for the time being.’

BY BOLL WEEVIL 


PROHI LEADERS — 
TO COME SOUTH 


Rapid Spread of the Weevil ls! Vice Presidential Candidate 


Attributed to the 
Weather. 


Jackson, Miss., August 2!1.—The Mext!- 
can boll weevil is spreading rapidly in 
the southwestern section of the state, 
and before the end of the _ present 
month will cross the western borders 
of the counties along the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroag between Jackson andthe 
Louisiana line, according to the reports 
of special agents of the United States 
department of agriculture, bureau of 
plant industry, who have been engaged 
in inspection work during the past 
week. 

The rapid spread of the weevil is 
attributed to the wet weather during 
the latter part of July and the early 
part of August, the period of precipi- 
tation, followed by high temperature, 
having been very favorable to the 
propagation of the pest. That the wee- 
vil will reach the west bank of Pearl 
river before the close of the year, and 
also extend northwatd as far as the 
southern part of Hinds county, now 
seems welt nigh assured, and the farm- 
ers in the infested territory have fully 
made up theiy minds that they must 
cope with the pest during the latter 
part of the present season, ang then 
for an indefinite period. The weevil 
is inflicting great damage in the coun- 
ties of Wilkinson, Adams, Amite, Jef- 
ferson and Franklin, and will be across 
the border into Poke Blaiborne, Co- 
piah, Lincoln and Hinds before the 
close of the month.

the rest of the family. Why? Because 
he knows his children and would not 
put a child in a position where sel- 
fishness might lead him to do injustice 
te other members of the family. ;, No, 
he would not tryst his own flesh and 
bi0cod to deal fairly with those reared 
at the same fireside with him; and ne 
is wise in not placing this temptation 
before one of its own family. But 
when a protectionist comes to make a 
tariff law, he acts on an entirely dif- 
ferent plan; he votes millions, yes, 
hundreds of millions of dollars to man- 
ufacturers whom he has never seen, 
and trusts them to be just in the dis- 
tribution of the trust fund among their 
employees. And whet has been the 
result? Just what might have been ex- 
pected:—the manufacturers have appro- 
priated the trust fund to their own 
use and have paid their employees only 
such wages as trade conditions com- 
pelled. |

The protected 
manufacturers have secured, in many 
cases, a tariff of more than twice the 
percentage paid to workmen in wages. 
The net profits of tae steel trust last 
year were just about equal to the entire 
amount paid in wages, and the wages 
constituted less than 25 per cent of the 
total value of the product. 

And yet the republican party wag not 
willing that a single item on the steel 
schedule saould be touched, and the re- 
publican campaign committee will not 
dare to publish, before the election, the 
contributions that have been made or 
will be made to the republican campaign 
fund by the men most largely interested 
in the steel trust. ‘ 

People Pay the Freight.

Hope in Democratic Success. 


There is no prospect of relief from 
@ republican president and congress. 
The democratic party, if entrusted ‘with 
power, can and will reduce the tariff. 

The demoeratic platform not only de- 
mands a reduction of the tariff, but it 
plainly outlines the course to be pur- 
sued in securing the reduction, It be- 
gins by proposing that articies which 
come into competition with articles 
controlled by a trust we placed on the 
free list.

Secretary Taft, .in 
his notification speech, says that an 
excessive tariff serves no useful pur- 
pose “but offers a temptation to those 
who would monopolize the production 
and the sale of such aerticles in this 
country, to profit by the excessive 
rate.” 

Now suppose the manufacturers, who 
have been favored by legislation, do 
conspire against wee” eee and enter 
into a monopoly. hat penalty do 
the republicans suggest? None what- 


ever. 
What would be the effect of the 
remedy proposed by the democratic 
platform? Simply this: a law goes into 
effect at some fixed date in the future, 
and if the democrats pass a law, put- 
ting upon the free list articles coming 
into competition with those controlled 
by a trust, the trust will have until 
that date to dissolve. If the trust 
considers the law too drastic, it can 
avoid it by giving wp its monopoly. 
Secretary Taft calls this remedy ‘“‘ut- 
terly destructive’ and in his anxiety to 
prevent it overlooks the fact that the 
democratic party has other remedies 
for the trusts.

VIEWS OF TWO PARTIES 
ON TARIFF LEGISLATION 


The Republican platform says: 

“The republican party declares

the tariff by a special session .of 
congress immediately following

‘‘We favor the establishment of 
maximum and minimum rates to 
be administered by the president 
under limitations fixed in the 
law, the maximum 10 be available 
to meet discriminations by for- 
eign countries against Américan 
goods entering their markets and 
the minimum to represent the 
nonmal measure of protection at 
home; the aim and purpose of the 
republican policy being not only 
to preserve, without excessive 
duties, that security against for- 
eign competition to which Amer- 
ican manufacturers, farmerg and 
producers are entitled, but also 
to maintain the high standard of 
living of the wage-earners of this 
country, who are the most direct 
beneficiaries of the protective sys- 
tem. 

‘Between the United States and 
the Philippines we believe in a 
free interchange of products, 
with such limitations as to sugar 
and tobacco as will afford ade- 
quate protection to domestic in- 
terests.”’ 


The Democratic platform says: 

“We welcome the belated prom-

To illustrate: a tariff 
may be made so high ag to absolutely 
prohibit importation. If, in such a case, 
the manufacturers yield to the tempta- 
tion mentioned by Mp.

Income Tax. 


The democratic party has declared for 
an income tax as a part of the revenue 
system, and for a constitutional amend- 
ment as a means Of securing this tax. 
Secretary Taft announces in his notifi- 
cation speech that the is in favor of an 
income tax whenever the revenues are 
s0 low.as to require it, and expresses 
his belief that it is possible to secure 
such a tax without aie constitutional 
amendment. if it is possible to frame a 
law which will avoid the objections 
raised to the income tax law of 1894, 
well and good, but that is uncertain. 
If an income tax is desirable, surely 
Secretary Taft cannot consistently op- 
pose the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment. If the principle fs right and 
the tax wise, congress ought to have 
authority to levy and collect such a tax, 
and no supporter of Secretary Taft can 
Oppose our position without digsenting 
from the republican candidate.

We believe 
that each individual should contribute 
to the support of the. government in 
proportion to the benefits which the re- 
ceives under the protection of the gov- 
ernment.

Trading Was of Moderate 
Proportions, 


Most of the Speculative Element 
Seem to Be on the Bear Side 
of the Market—Reports 
of the Railroads. 


New York, August 2!.—Price move- 
ments in the stock market today were 
unimportant, for the most part. with 
the trenq towards a lower level. As 
on the previous days of the week, trad- 
ing was in moderate proportions and 
largely restricted to the speculative 
element. That faction appears to be 
puzzled by existing conditions, but its 
more venturesome members are ar- 
rayed on the bear side. It is the testi- 
mony of most large brokerage houses 
that outsiders are standing aside just 
now, awaiting a more definite market 
tendency before taking on fresh com- 


mitments. The short interest has heen 
somewhat reduced in the past two 
days, but remains large enough to be 
reckoned with at any marked turn. 
The boldness of the shorts has been 
somewhat arrested by the collapse of 
the cotton pool, which is-saiqg to have 
depleted the “paper” fortunes of sev- 
eral well-known operators in stocks. 
Political conditions are playing a more 
important part in the financial situa- 
tion just now by reason of the re- 
ported turn of events in this state and 
the effect this following may have on 
the presidential election In the way 
of general news, an official denial of 
dissensions in the directorate of the 
Pennsylvania road was one of the day's 
developments. The filing of the BOv- 
ernment’s petition for a rehearing of 
the appeal in the suit against the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of Indiana, excited 
little interest. The most favorable 
news was the publication of a canvass 
by a leading financial institution of 
the middle west, whose four thousand 
correspondents) with few exceptions, 
reported the general outlook ag highly 
encouraging. Several important rail- 
road returns were issued, that of the 
Reading Company for the eleven 
months ending May 3! last, showing 
earnings of 7.87 per cent applicable to 


capital stock, Louisville and Nashville 
for the fiscal year reported a decrease 
in net income of $3,626,000, while the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St.
